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THE SILVER BILL PASSED 


HUKKAH 1'OK FREK 


The Seriate substitute for the House 


bond bill passed the Senate yesterday 
\>y the decisive majority of 43 to 34. 
All honor to the men who stood up for 
the interests of ihe masses against the 
power of the Administration and the 
money of the gold combination in the 
tipper House of tho National Legisla- 
ture, and may the combined efforts of 
goldbugs and cranks be ineffectual in 
defeating them should they desire re- 
election as they have proved them- 
selves worthy the confidence and sap- 
port of the people. 


The full text of the bill hag been pub- 


lished in the JOURNAL. It provides 
that the mints shall be open to the 
coiuage of silver dollars of 4l2j<; grains 
troy of standard silver upon the sane 
terms as gold, and when such silver 
coins shall be received into the treai- 
ury certificates may be issued therefor 
as now provided by law. Tho Secretary 
of the Treasury shall coin standard 
silver dollars as prescribed from tbo 
silver bullion purchased under the act 
of 1890, and the difference between the 
price paid for such bullion and its 
coinage value s!,:.ll be used in the pay- 
ment of the current expenses of the 
Gevernment and for the purpose of 
making such difference immediately 
available for use as money, the Secre- 
tary is directed to issue silver certifi- 
cates against it. No National bank 
note of a denomination of less than $10 
shall hereafter be issued and all out- 
standing notes of a less denomination 
shall be redeemed and cancelled and 
notes of larger denominations issued 
in their stead. The Secretary of the 
Treasury shall redeem the United 
States notes commonly called green- 
backs, and also the Treasury notes 
issued under the act of 1890 in stand- 
ard silver dollars or in gold coin, not 
at the option of the holder, but ex- 


' clusively at the option of the Treasury 


Department and greenbacks when so 
reJuemed shall be reissued. 


Tho passage of this act would obviate 


the necessity of issuing bonds. 
It 


would place the finances of the coun- 
try on a bimetallic basis instead of the 
single gold standard. 
It would en- 


hance the prices of nearly all the pro- 
ducts of the soil and the workshop, re- 
lease the country from the strangling 
grasp of the money power and make 
our State one of the most prosperous 
in the Union. 


liut what will the House of Repre- 


sentatives do with the bill? 
That 


House is composed of 356 members, of 
whom 244 are Republicans. If, as Ne- 
vada Bepublicans tell us, their party 
is in favor of free coinage it will pass 
the bill, but if, as Senator Jones says, 
the party is unalterably opposed to 
free coinage, it will not. As it is of 
paramount importance to everybody in 
the State to have the bill become a law 
it is devoutly to be wished that every 
Bepublican of note in Nevadn will 
petition Mr. Beed at once to let tho bill 
go though the House. With such an 
act on the statutes the people could 
divide, according to their interests or 
prejudices, on minor issues, feeling 
assured that the country would be 
prosperous, as compared with its pres- 
ent condition, whichever way the ma- 
jority inclined. 


The Silver 15111 Passed tho Senatr—Now 


'Let the House Do Its Duty. 


WASHINGTON, February 1.—The Sen- 


ate opened at 11 o'clock with a speech 
by Morrill, the venerable Senator from 
Vermont. 


Referring to the assertion that France 


maintains silver at par with gold, he 
said: "Because there ia no blustering 
Silver party and no silver-plated Dem- 
ocratic party that are daily striving to 
pull down their money standard to that 
of depreciated silver, they keep silver 
to to the amount of $386,000,000 with 
$772,000,000 of gold on a ratio ot 15}£ 
to 1. Tho United States has been a 
friend and patron to silver to its own 
hurt." 


At 2 o'clock a discussion arose as to 


what was meant by the unanimous con. 
sent to the agieement to vote at 2 
o'clock. 
Many Senators contended 


that the amendments were cut off, and 
others that all the amendments could 
be offered and voted upon until the bill 
was disposed of. Lodge offered an, 
amendment for the issuing of bonds to 
tho amount of $100,000,000 lor coast de- 
fenses. It was laid upon the table 
without division. 


Gorman moved to lay on the table 


the free silver amendment of 
the 


Finance Committee to the bond bill. 
The motion was lost by a vote of 34 
to 43. 


The first vote in the Senate to-day 


occurred upon the amendment of But- 
ler to prevent the further issue of 
bonds without the authority of Con- 
gress and te pay the coin obligations 
of the Government in silver when sil- 
ver bullion was below tho par value of 
gold. The amendment was defeated; 
yeas 13, nays 40.

REGULATING KAIL.ROAD liATJiS. 


Two cases involving the right of the 


Interstate Commerce Commission to 
regulate rates on interstate railroads 
are now before the Supreme Court of 
the United States. One of these cases 
is directed against the Texas Pacific 
Railroad Company, and involves the 
right of railroads to carry imported 
articles at a lower rate than is paid on 
domestic traffic. Tbe other is against 
the Cincinnati, Texas and Pacific and 
other railroad companies, and involves 
the right, to charge more for a short 
haul than for a long haul, 


The cases were argued for the Com- 


mission by Simon Sterne and ex-Sena- 
tor Edmunds, and by Judge Dillon and 
Edward Baxter for the railroads. They 
are of great importance to the public, 
for if the commission has no authority 
to prevent roads from charging -higher 
rates for domestic traffic than for im- 
ported articles, or more for a shoit 
haul than for a long hai^l over the same 
road in the same direction than its use- 
fulness so far as benefiting the public 
is concerned, is at an end. 


The long and short haul question is 


the great source of difficulty between 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company 
and the people of Nevada. If that was 
settled so that the people of this State 
could get freight from the East at the 
same rate that is charged to Sacra- 
mento there would be no reasonable 
cause for complaint against the rail- 
road. As it is, Nevada merchants are 
charged about three times as much for 
a carload of freight from Chicago as 
the Sacramento merchant, though the 
Sacramento freight has to be hauled 
through Nevada and over the Sierra 
Nevada, 154 miles further west. The 
injustice of this is apparent to every- 
body and is a subject of general com- 
ment, as ia also the fact that the gold 
papers, which pour torrents of abuse 
on the head of C. C. Wallace, never 
under any circumstances print a line 
condemning the discrimination against 
Nevada. Why this is so can only be 
surmised, but that it is so is an unde- 
niable fact.
